A member of an Alberta 
reserve says people in the 
community are still angiy and 
in shock following an attack 
on a six-year-old girl a few days 
before Christmas. 

The man accused of the 
crime, James Clifford Paul, 
made his first court appear¬ 
ance Wednesday in Stony 
Plain, west of Edmonton. 

Paul faces charges of at¬ 
tempted murder, aggravated 
sexual assault and kidnapping. 

The 21-year-old appeared 
briefly on closed-circuit 
television. The case was put 
over to Jan. 14 at the request of 
defence lawyer Arnold Piragoff. 

“It’s ugly. It’s horrible. It’s 
really hard to accept what hap¬ 
pened,” a woman from Paul 
First Nation later said outside 
the courthouse. “When you 
think about it, you kind of stop 
breathing for awhile.... It’s so 
hard to accept that it happened 
right at home.” 

The woman said she’s 
related to both the girl and 
the accused and went to court 
to show support for the two 
families. A publication ban 
prevents identifying the child 
and her family. 

RCMP have described the 
attack as “horrific” and said 
the suspect knew the girl. 

Relatives said she was found 
lying naked in the snow on the 
reserve Dec. 20. She was near 
dead and flown to the Stolleiy 
Children’s Hospital in Ed¬ 
monton, where she remained 
unconscious for several days. 

The girl’s grandfather also 
attended court Wednesday. He 
said she remains in hospital 
and may have suffered brain 
damage, the Canadian press

$375M facelift 


Renovated Federal 
Building set to open 

After six years, four pre¬ 
miers and an estimated 
cost of $375 million, the 
Alberta government is set 
to start moving people 
into the renovated historic 
Federal Building. 

The challenge then be¬ 
comes what to call it. 

Dave Prisco, spokesman 
for Alberta Infrastructure, 


said Wednesday that final 
tests and fixes are underway 
on the building, located 
a stone’s throw from the 
legislature. Staff are to 
begin moving in Feb. 1. 

“It’s substantially com¬ 
plete. We’ve taken it over, 
but they’re still doing inter¬ 
ior work,” said Prisco. 

Prisco said the gov¬ 
ernment is still deciding 
whether to keep the Federal 
Building name or change it. 

Former premier Ed 
Stelmach suggested renam¬ 


ing the building to honour 
former Tory premier Peter 
Lougheed. 

The building made 
national headlines last 
year when it was revealed 
that former premier Alison 
Redford’s office had ordered 
revisions to transform the 
top floor into a swank pent¬ 
house retreat for Redford 
and her daughter. Plans 
called for the “sky palace” 
to be modelled after a ritzy 
hotel in Washington, D.C.

Cab complaints on rise thanks 
to new decals, city officials say

The number of taxi com¬ 
plaints in the city of Ed¬ 
monton is up, but that’s not 
necessarily a bad thing, said 
the city’s director of licens¬ 
ing. 
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City decals are posted in all cabs, 
listing the cab unit number and 
company, metro file 


From Dec. 1 to Jan. 7, 
there were a total of 46 
complaints, which is up 
from 31 complaints received 
throughout all of November. 

The increase in com¬ 
plaints is being credited to 
new decals, featuring taxi 
unit numbers and the cab 
company, outfitted in every 
city cab at the start of De¬ 
cember. 

Director of vehicle for 
hire and business licensing 
Garry Dziwenlca called the 
decals a great success. 

“The number of com¬ 
plaints we’ve received has 
increased, which to me is 
indicative of success in this 
endeavour, especially with 
things like our major issues, 
like trip refusals,” he said. 

Dziwenlca said taxi cus¬ 
tomer complaints vary, but 
often include concerns with 
driver behaviour, speeding 
or queries about fares. 

In December, there were 
eight complaints filed re¬ 
lated to driving and another 
six complaints regarding air¬ 
port fares. 

“We get a fair number (of 


complaints) dealing with the 
airport,” Dziwenlca said, not¬ 
ing the airport sets its own 
flat rate map and fares. 

For the city, the decals 
are just one way a taxi rider 
can ensure safety, he said. 

“People are in control of 
their own safety. 

“We’re here to help, to 
react to problems, but in 
most cases our (response) 
is reactionary. They’re right 
there,” he said, adding rid¬ 
ers should snap a photo of 
the decal anytime they take 
a cab. 

“Take the initiative to get 
the information you need to 
stay safe.” 

President of the United 
Cabbies Association Balraj 
Manhas said he hasn’t re¬ 
ceived any negative feed¬ 
back from drivers about the 
new decals, largely because 
they serve a dual purpose. 

“Drivers have no prob¬ 
lem with that,” he said. “It’s 
working. 

“It gives information to 
the customer and it’s also 
good because you’re sitting 
in a legal taxi.”

MacEwan 
students faced 
with tuition 
increase 

Students at MacEwan Uni¬ 
versity will be faced with a 
tuition hike after the Board 
of Governors approved a 
2.2 per cent increase for 
September 2015. 

At a December meeting, 
the board backed a move 
to charge full-time students 
approximately $102 extra 
per year, while increas¬ 
ing international student 
tuition by 3.8 per cent. 

MacEwan student as¬ 
sociation president Cam 
McCoy said students were 
prepared for the increase, 
after the government set 
the 2.2 per cent limit based 
on the consumer price 
index (CPI). 

“We knew about the 
increase coming forward,” 
said McCoy. “Of course no 
one wants tuition increases, 
but we’re fine with the 
CPI increase because we 
know costs go up for the 
university eveiy year so 
it does cost more and we 
understand that.” 

While students antici¬ 
pated the increase, McCoy 
said a 2.2 per cent boost is 
easier to stomach than the 
proposed hikes at other 
universities. 

“It’s no market modifier, 
we didn’t get any of those. 

It was definitely a much bet¬ 
ter Christmas for MacEwan 
students than (University 
of Alberta) students,” he 
added. 

International students 
will be hit hardest by the in¬ 
crease, McCoy noted, since 
their tuition isn’t regulated. 

“They have a set idea 
of what they’re going to 
pay and when it goes up 
in large stages, it’s never 
ideal,” he said.

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Oilsands use inconsistent with 
global warming battle: Report

British researchers have con¬ 
cluded that most of Canada’s 
oilsands will have to be left in 
the ground if the world gets 
serious about climate change. 

The report, in the journal 
Nature, says three-quarters of 
Canada’s oil reserves and 85 
per cent of its oilsands can’t be 
burned if the world wants to 
limit global warming. It adds 
one-quarter of Canada’s natur¬ 
al-gas reserves and four-fifths 
of its coal would also have to 
be left in the ground. 

The report concludes that 
no countiy’s Arctic energy 
resources can be developed if 
global temperature increases

Cosby cheered at Ontario show, amid protests 


Contractual obligations 


Bill Cosby was greeted with 
cheering and applause as 
he walked on stage Wed¬ 
nesday night in Kitchener, 
Ont., wearing a grey sweat¬ 
shirt with the phrase “hello 
friend.” 

Cosby was set to stare 
down local opposition as he 
kicked off the first of three 
Ontario shows amid brewing 
tensions and mounting alleg¬ 
ations of sexual assault. 

“First of all, thank you,” 


he said emphatically, before 
launching into jokes about 
the cold Canadian weather. 

The comedian promised 
fans “the show of their life” 
ahead of his first time on 
stage since November, but 
a number of ticket holders 
announced plans to skip the 
performance, while others 
sought to sell their tickets. 

Nonetheless, a steady flow 
of ticket holders streamed 
into Kitchener’s Centre In 


The Square, walking past a 
handful of protesters hoist¬ 
ing signs that read “rape is 
not a joke” and “I support the 
victims.” Police officers were 
also present, as were a swarm 
of journalists. 

At one point three protest¬ 
ers temporarily blocked the 
main doors into the venue 
while one woman heckled 
ticket holders, saying they 
should be “ashamed” of going 
to see Cosby. 


In recent weeks, at least 
18 women — including three 
who came forward in Los An¬ 
geles on Wednesday — have 
accused the 77-year-old Cosby 
of sexually assaulting them, 
with some allegations dating 
back decades. 

Cosby is also scheduled to 
perform in London on Thurs¬ 
day and Hamilton on Friday, 
and protests are planned in 
both cities.

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Explosive-laden bus 
driven into academy 


Yemen. At least 
37 killed and 66 
wounded, most of 
whom were academy 
recruits, say police 


A suicide bomber rammed a 
minibus carrying explosives 
into a gathering of recruits 
outside a police academy in 
the heart of Yemen’s capital 
on Wednesday, killing at least 
37 people in the latest attack 
to hit Sanaa. 

No one immediately 
claimed responsibility for 
the attack, but Yemen’s local 
al-Qaida branch has carried 
out similar assaults in the 
past against the army and 
police in this impoverished 
Arabian Peninsula countiy, 
viewing them as U.S. proxies. 

The U.S. provides counter¬ 
terrorism training and assist¬ 
ance to Yemeni forces, and 
frequently carries out drone 
strikes targeting al-Qaida mil¬ 
itants in Yemen. 


Escalating violence 


Violence has soared in 
Yemen since the Houthis — 
a group of Shiite rebels — 
captured Sanaa and other 
nearby cities. 


• Challenging authority. 

The group is demanding 
a greater share of power 
from President Abed 
Rabbo Mansour Hadi. 


• Al-Qaida. The Houthis 
on occasion have clashed 
with the terror organiza¬ 
tion, leaving scores of 
people dead. 


At the scene of the blast, 
the dead and wounded lay on 
a sidewalk against a wall. On 
the pavement, water sprayed 
by firefighters to extinguish 
the blaze from the explosion 
of the minibus mixed with 
pools of blood. A charred taxi 
cab smouldered near what 
remained of the minibus, 
metres from the gate of the 


police academy, which is lo¬ 
cated in a residential area. 

The bomber struck as ca¬ 
dets were lined up outside 
the academy, preparing to en¬ 
rol, witnesses said. 

“It went off among all of 
them, and they flew through 
the air,” said eyewitness Jamil 
al-Khaleedi. 

Police Brig. Gen. Abdu- 
laziz al-Qudsi said at least 
37 people were killed and 66 
wounded. Another official, 
speaking on condition of ano¬ 
nymity because he was not 
authorized to talk to media, 
said at least three civilians 
were among the dead. 

Both the United Nations 
and the United States con¬ 
demned the attack and ex¬ 
pressed condolences to the 
victims and their families. 

Tribal leaders and Yemeni 
officials have said the rising 
power of Shiite rebels known 
as Houthis, their advance into 
Sunni areas and the backlash 
over drone strikes has caused 
al-Qaida to surge in strength 
and find new recruits.

A passenger bus veered off a 
road and fell into a gorge in 
southeastern India on Wed¬ 
nesday, and at least 13 of the 
16 people killed were college 
and middle school students, 
police said. 

More than 50 other people 
were injured in the crash 
near the town of Penulconda 
in Andhra Pradesh state, said 
Police Inspector G.R. Yadav. 

The state-run public trans¬ 
port bus was carrying 68 
people when the driver lost 
control of the vehicle, which 
then plunged into the gorge, 
he said. 

Police and rescue workers 
climbed into the 12-metre- 
deep gorge and used ropes to 
pull out the mangled bus. 

At least 13 college and 
middle school students were 
among those killed, said 
Police Superintendent S.V. 
Rajaselchar Babu. Their bags 
and books lay scattered at 
the accident site. 

Bodies of the dead have 
been handed over to their 
families after autopsies were 
conducted, he said. 

Police said the road was 
under repair and part of it 
was dug up, which may have 
forced the driver to move to 
the edge. The driver died in

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Drones. Hurdles delay 
revolution in the skies 


The drones are coming. Not as 
flying deliveiymen that bring 
diapers, books or soup cans to 
your home, a vision put forth 
by Amazon CEO Jeff Bezos to 
much fanfare a little more 
than a year ago. 

Instead, drones will help 
spray crops, inspect high- 
voltage power lines and hover 
over movie sets to provide 
directors with new vantage 
points. They will also work 
for insurance companies, real 
estate agencies, ski resorts and 
other businesses. 

Eventually. 

For now, this all remains 
theoretical. Except for a few lo¬ 
cations, U.S. airspace is closed 
to commercial drones. Regula¬ 
tors say the danger is too great 
in the already crowded skies. 

Advocates of the young 
drone industry complain 
that the long wait is keeping 
them grounded. Big-money 
investors are generally staying 
away, waiting for clear gov¬ 
ernment guidelines. And the

Don’t sound the death 
knell for PCs just yet 



New features. 

Desktops come with 
high-resolution, curved 
screens you can't get 
in a hand-held device 
while laptop designs 
mimic tablet’s appeal 


A year ago, pundits were de¬ 
claring the personal computer 
dead. Smartphones and tab¬ 
lets were cannibalizing sales, 
and the once-revolutionaiy PC 
seemed unnecessary — and 
boring. 

“For the last couple of 
years, mobile devices have 
been the hot commodity,” 
acknowledges Dell executive 
Neil Hand. “But we’re seeing a 
re-emergence of innovation in 
the PC space.” 

PC makers say they under¬ 
stand the need to evolve, and 
at the annual gadget show 
International CES in Las Vegas 
this week are showing off 
many new features aimed at 
wooing back consumers. 

Depth-sensing cameras, 
for example, are popping up 
in high-end desktops and lap¬ 
tops. Intel vice-president Navin 
Shenoy said his company’s Re- 
alSense camera can recognize 
its owner’s face and unlock a 
PC without a typed password. 
Intel is also promoting soft¬ 
ware that uses the camera in 
games that respond to a play¬ 
er’s head or hand movements. 

PC makers are borrowing 
ideas from tablets, with lap¬ 
tops that are increasingly thin 
and lightweight, with longer 
battery life. Dell’s new XPS 
13 notebook has a screen that 
extends nearly to the edge of 
the frame, like the screen on 
many tablets. 

Several companies have 
hybrid or convertible devices 
that resemble a tablet with a 
physical keyboard attached. 
Lenovo, the Chinese company 
that has become the world’s 
biggest seller of PCs, is rolling 


out several new models of its 
Yoga hybrid, with a keyboard 
that fully folds back so you can 
hold it like a tablet. 

ASUS announced a new 
series called the Transformer 
Book Chi, with lightweight 
keyboards that can detach 
completely by unsnapping a 
magnetic hinge. 

And manufacturers are ex¬ 
perimenting with new shapes. 
Samsung is showing off a new 
all-in-one model, the ATIV One 
7, with a slightly concaved, 27- 
inch screen that’s designed to 
produce a more immersive ex¬ 
perience for watching videos 
or playing games. Dell and HP 
are introducing new curved 
display monitors for desktops. 

For about $1,900 US, you 
can control Hewlett-Packard’s 
specialized machine Sprout 
with a touch-sensitive mat in¬ 
stead of a keyboard and use its 
sophisticated camera to scan 
physical objects and project 
the resulting image back onto 
the mat to incorporate into 3D 
printing designs.

Acres of floor space packed 
with gadget demos and ex¬ 
hibitor booths. And 160,000 
people milling about at the 
consumer electronics show 
International CES. So how 
can a company get noticed? 

“It doesn’t hurt to have 
a Neil Young,” said Pedram 
Abrari of the rock legend’s 
Pono Music startup. 

“I call myself an entrep- 
retainer,” quipped Nick 
Cannon, comedian and host 
of America’s Got Talent 
and this year’s “entertain¬ 
ment ambassador” for the 
gadget show. Cannon and 
retired NBA star Shaquille 
O’Neal appeared at a press 
conference for Monster, a 
company that primarily 



makes headphones and 
high-definition cables. 

Elsewhere at CES, rapper 
Curtis “50 Cent” Jackson 
was signing autographs at 
his headphone company’s 
SMS Audio booth. 

And Chevrolet has hired 
Roem Baur, a one-man 
blues band who auditioned 
on the latest season of 
music competition show 
The Voice, to entertain jour¬ 
nalists as it offered a peek 
at its latest Chevy Volt.

Suspect in Paris attack that 
killed 12 surrenders: Official 


France, Police continue 
to search for two others 
also suspected in attack 
on satirical newspaper 
Charlie Hebdo 


Two heavily armed men in 
black, their faces hidden by ski 
masks, take down a police offi¬ 
cer on a Paris sidewalk with a 
spray of bullets. One walks up 
to the victim, who is sprawled 
on the ground, and delivers a 
final shot to the officer’s head 
despite the arm raised in a final 
plea for mercy. 

The cold-blooded killing 
Wednesday came just after a 
massacre minutes earlier in the 
offices of the satirical French 
weekly Charlie Hebdo. 

Eight journalists, two police, 
a maintenance worker and a 
v visitor were 
killed, said 
prosecutor 
Francois Mo- 
lins. He said 
11 others were 
wounded — 
four of them 
seriously. 

The news¬ 
paper’s editor 
and cartoon¬ 
ist Stephane 
Charbonnier, 
widely known 
by his pen 
name Charb, 
was among 
those killed.

The killers were heard ciy- 
ing “Allahu alcbar!” — Arabic 
for “God is great!” — and saying 
they were avenging the Proph¬ 
et of Islam, a video shows. 

Early Thursday, French 
police released photographs 
of brothers Said and Cherif 
Kouachi, in their early 30s, say¬ 
ing they should be considered 
armed and dangerous. A third 
suspect, Mourad Hamyd, 18, sur¬ 
rendered voluntarily, said Paris 
prosecutor’s spokeswoman 
Agnes Thibault-Lecuivre. 

In a sombre address to the 
nation Wednesday, President 


Francois Hollande pledged to 
hunt down the killers, and 
pleaded with his compatriots 
to come together in a time of 
insecurity and suspicion. 

Schools closed across Paris, 
although thousands jammed 
Republique Square near the 


site of the shooting, waving 
pens and papers reading “Je 
suis Charlie.” 

“This is the darkest day of 
the histoiy of the French press,” 
said Christophe DeLoire of Re¬ 
porters Without Borders.

‘We won’t be fazed’ by 
attack: French Embassy 


“I thought, ‘Oh jeez, it’s finally 
happened.’” 

Wes Tyrell had gotten a late 
start in his studio when he 
began receiving messages and 
calls from friends in the car¬ 
toonist community about the 
massacre at the French satirical 
magazine Charlie Hebdo. 

Tyrell, a cartoonist for Ya¬ 
hoo News and head of the As¬ 
sociation of Canadian Editorial 
Cartoonists, has long been a fan 
of Charlie Hebdo. Not neces¬ 
sarily a fan of eveiy cartoon, he 
makes sure to say, but of its pro¬ 
vocative style and, especially, 
the courage of its staff to stand 
up to violence and threats. 

Charlie Hebdo’s cartoonists 
have always been as provoca¬ 
tive as they could be, as pro¬ 
vocative as cartoonists ever get, 
Tyrell said. 

In one cartoon, for example, 


a naked Prophet Muhammad 
is bending over with a star 
over his anus and the text, in 
French, reads “A star is bom.” 

The cartoonists have been 
“equal opportunity offend¬ 
ers” who lampooned not only 
Islam, but other religions as 
well along with French political 
figures, Tyrell said. 

“They were veiy, veiy eager 
to go after just about anybody, 
but the difference being, not 
eveiybody out there is trying to 
kill them,” he said. 

Michael de Adder, a Can¬ 
adian political cartoonist, ques¬ 
tions if anyone will be willing 
to continue in Charlie Hebdo’s 
footsteps. 

“If they did, they’d certainly 
have a big target on them¬ 
selves,” he said. “It would be 
courageous to restart it.”

The French Embassy in Can¬ 
ada says the gunmen who 
stormed the office of a satiric¬ 
al newspaper in Paris attacked 
freedom of speech, and staged 
an assault on French democ¬ 
racy as a whole.

Stephane Schorderet told Met¬ 
ro that although the terrorist 
attack has rocked France, it 
won’t change the way people 
live and will only make the 
countiy stronger. 

“We are touched in our 
hearts, but we won’t be fazed 
by this attack,” said Schord¬ 
eret during a sit down at the 
French Embassy Wednesday.

right of expression.” 

Canada’s Ambassador to 
France, Lawrence Cannon re¬ 
acted on Twitter saying he was 
horrified by the attack and his 
thoughts were with the vic¬ 
tims and their families. 

Prime minister Stephen 
Harper issued a statement con¬ 
demning the attack. 


“I am angered and sad¬ 
dened to hear of the terrorist 
attack today in the offices of 
the Parisian news magazine 
Charlie Hebdo, which has 
killed at least 12 individuals, 
including two police officers,” 
Harper’s statement read. 

Official opposition leader 
Thomas Mulcair held a press 
conference in which he con¬ 
demned the attack. Liberal 
leader Justin Trudeau and 
Green Party leader Elizabeth 
May also issued statements 
deciying what happened and 
offering their sympathy. 

Schorderet said the out¬ 
pouring of support from Can¬ 
adians has touched the em¬ 
bassy deeply.

THE WAR AGAINST FREE PRESS 


A dozen people lost their lives in Paris Wednesday over cartoons. Metro grieves with the rest of the world and reaffirms the importance of freedom of expression

I’m a lifelong fan of editorial cartoons. They 
have made me laugh, made me question my 
viewpoints and moved me deeply. 

I have been sad and angry since seeing 
Twitter headlines about 12 people, mostly 
journalists, shot dead by extremists in 
France. 

There’s the horrific loss of life — the 
killing of people who worked every day to 


stimulate minds through their craft. Then 
there’s the attempt at intimidation — the 
killers’ effort to silence people who ask 
questions. 

Asking questions is how we learn and 
evolve. This freedom must be defended. 

I’m not just a fan of editorial cartoons, 
I’m a believer in what they represent. 

Editorial cartoons aren’t necessarily 
meant to be funny, although they can be; 
they are commentary. The cartoons being 
distributed around the world today are 
good examples. 


Of Wednesday’s editorial cartoons, I was 
most affected by the one drawn by Carlos 
Latuff. It shows the gunmen firing at the of¬ 
fices of Charlie Hebdo, a trail of blood, and 
the bullets eventually going through the 
walls and hitting a mosque behind it. 

I hope it doesn’t happen, but I imagine 
innocent Muslims will now face a backlash. 

If violence breeds violence, I’m certain 
that editorial cartoonists will continue to 
raise their pencils and take aim at that, too.

Don’t call attack 
‘barbaric’: Prof

A Carleton University professor says world 
leaders such as Prime Minister Stephen 
Harper should not describe the deadly 
attack on a Paris news magazine that 
killed 12 people Wednesday morning as a 
“barbaric” act. 

Karim H. Karim, a professor at the 
university’s School of Journalism and 
Communication, said when the word is 
used to condemn religiously motivated 
acts of violence, some religious groups 
interpret it to mean that they as a whole 
are barbaric. 

Video footage of the attack ap¬ 
peared online showing a man wearing a 
hood carrying an assault rifle shoot and 
kill a police officer on a Paris sidewalk at 
point-blank range. Three attackers killed 
Charlie Hebdo’s veteran cartoonists, editor 
and others at the magazine’s office after 
recent publications of cartoons depicting 
Islamic figures in controversial ways. 

Harper and French president Francois 
Hollande called the Paris attack “barbaric” 
in statements Thursday. 

“I don’t think it’s being helpful to 
basically cast these words out. When lead¬ 
ers do this a lot of people are listening,” 
said Karim in an interview with Metro. 

“When ‘barbaric’ gets attached to 
them, these are the kind of stereotypes 
and images that are being built up. What 
is achieved by using rhetoric like that?” 

Although the attack received praise by 
supporters of the militant Islamic State 
group, no specific group has immediately 
claimed responsibility for it. 

Karim, a former journalist who teaches 
communications studies, denounced the 
attacks, calling them “heinous.” 

But he argued that using words such 
as “violent” and “cruel,” would be more 
appropriate than “barbaric,” which has a 
“moralistic tone which pits one civiliza¬ 
tion against another.” 

Karim did not say the media should 
outright ban the publication of the 
cartoons, but he said there needs to be 
a context justifying why they should be 
reproduced. 

“I would not say never do this,” he said. 

“I think if we have veiy strong convic¬ 
tions and we are justified in what we feel 
we should be doing, then we should do it.”

“Dry stuffing mix makes a fine 
pork chop coating,” write Ken 
Haedrich and the Old Farmer’s 
Almanac editors in their aptly 
titled book Comfort Food 

For chops 

1. Preheat the oven to 400 F. 
Line a rimmed baking sheet 
with foil and put it into the 
oven to heat. 

2. Put the stuffing mix into a 
food processor and pulse re¬ 
peatedly, until the stuffing is 
finely ground. Transfer to a 
large plate. 

3. Put the beaten egg mix¬ 
ture into a shallow bowl (large 
enough to contain a chop) and 
set aside. 

4. Pat the pork chops diy with 
paper towels. Lightly salt and 
pepper the chops on both sides 
and dust lightly with onion 
powder and garlic powder. 

5. Heat a large skillet over 
medium heat. Add the olive oil 
to the skillet. (The pan should 
be hot, but not hot enough to 
bum the coating on the chops.) 
Working with one chop at a 
time, dip both sides into the 
egg mixture and then into 
the stuffing crumbs, coating it 
heavily. Fiy the chops for 2-1/2 


minutes on each side, turning 
once. Transfer the chops to the 
hot baking sheet and bake for 
10 to 15 minutes, or until the 
internal temperature is 145 F. 
Remove from the oven and rest 
for 3 minutes. 

For gravy 

1. Melt the butter in the same 
skillet over medium heat, add 
the onion, and cook for 2 min¬ 
utes, stirring. Add the flour and 
cook for 1 minute, stirring. Add 
the chicken stock and whisk to 
blend. Simmer until the gravy 
thickens. Add the milk, whisk 
to blend, and simmer for 1 to 
2 minutes more, adding salt 
and pepper, to taste. Serve the 
chops with the gravy on the

The world junior champion¬ 
ship concluded on Monday 
and Oilers fans could rejoice 
on two levels, as Canada 
took gold and Darnell Nurse 
played a key role. 

The beast of a defenceman 
even earned player of the 
game accolades in the 5-4 win 
over Russia and while such 
honours had been wonky all 
tournament (for ah teams), 
there was no disputing 
that Nurse’s behind-the-net 
showdown with big Russian 
forward Alexander Dergachev 
was epic and intense. 

Nurse, who had been a 
controversial cut from last 
year’s squad, was one of 
Canada’s best blue-liners this 
time out. The big kid from 
the Ontario Hockey League’s 
Sault Ste. Marie Greyhounds 
used his fluid skating to push 
the puck up the ice, and 
in his own zone, he was as 
nasty as ever — but did so 
without incurring the wrath 
of the tournament’s notori¬ 
ously pacifist referees. This 
all bodes well for next season, 
when Nurse will once again 
get a long look from the 
Oilers. He already got a taste 
of NHL action this year and, 
based on his skating, physic- 
ality and confidence, he’ll be 
fun to watch if he can earn a 
full-time spot with Edmonton 
next season. 

This year’s world juniors 
didn’t feature a lot of Oilers 
talent, with just one other 
player joining Nurse. But Wil¬ 
liam Lagesson, the Swedish 


defenceman, also put in a 
good showing. Lagesson cur¬ 
rently plays in North America 
as a member of the United 
States Hockey League’s 
Dubuque Fighting Saints. He 
wants to play college hockey 
in the U.S. and told me dur¬ 
ing the tournament that he 
would start looking at schools 
after the world juniors had 
finished. 

Lagesson, like Nurse, is 
tough as nails. He played on 
a pairing with undersized of¬ 
fensive defenceman Sebastian 
Aho and Lagesson’s job was 
to be the pole to Aho’s tether 



ball. If any intruders got 
near Sweden’s net, Lagesson 


pushed them out with malice. 
On paper, Sweden should 
have medalled in the tourna¬ 
ment, playing for bronze 
against Slovakia. But after 
losing to Russia the game 
before in what was clearly 
not a strong performance, 
the Swedes didn’t have the 
passion to match underdog 
Slovakia. 

Overall, Lagesson looks 
like a nice prospect, but not 
one Oilers fans should expect 
to see in the NHL for a couple 
years. But if his development 
continues to ascend, he’ll be a 
good find.

Along with great quarterbacks 
who all own Super Bowl rings, 
the four NFL teams hosting play¬ 
off games this weekend have a 
little something else on their 
side: An extraordinaiy home- 
field edge.

And the Patriots appreciate the 
biting winds and bitter cold of 
foreboding Foxborough, where 
that hoodie sure comes in 
handy. The four host teams are 
a combined 30-2 at home this 
season; each is at least a touch¬ 
down favourite in the divisional 
round. 

Seattle’s lone home loss was 
a 30-23 hiccup against Dallas 
during the champs’ early-season 
stumble. The other defeat was a 
giveaway: New England’s 19-7 


loss to Buffalo in the season fi¬ 
nale with the No. 1 seed already 
secured by the Patriots. 

“Unnerving,” is how Richard
